U Thant's Success -Is Still in Doubt 


U THANT’S agreement to serve an- 
other five-year term as UN secre- 
tary-general has spared the . world 
organization a © serious constitutional 
crisis. It has also removed a possible 
source of tension and 
conflict between the 
“United States and the 
Soviet Union — at a 
time when Moscow 
and Washington are 
gingerly exploring 
the basis for a new 
and less hostile re- 
lationship. On this 
: much, thé UN largely 
agrees. What, if any- 
yore thing, else has been 
accomplished by resolution of the three- 
month “mini-crisis’’ remains to be seen. 
Thant set out; in September, to do a 
great deal more. By first declining re- 
appointment and then hinting he might 
be open to a draft, he clearly implied 
he wanted, in return for willingness to 
go on in a difficult and frustrating job: 
1. Some reason to hope there would 
be progress toward a Viet Nam peace — 
_and-that-he-eould-make_a_contribution to 


that objective. 
. 2. Willingness by the Soviet Union, 
_France and other debtor nations to pay 
some of the money they owe the UN — if 
only in the guise of “voluntary” 
contributions — so he would not have to 
preside over a near-bankrupt organiza- 
tion. 

3. Willingness by the Soviet Union and 
other states to let him exercise 
independent, free-wheeling authority in 
some areas — that is,.to be more t&fija 
“glorified clerk.” 


Price of Consent Not Clear 
It is not clear he has achieved any ot 
this. In the language of diplomacy, it is 
not clear he has ‘‘sold” his consent for 
any substantial price. = 
Only time, of course can tell whether 
there will be progress toward a Viet 
Nam peace, or improvement in what 
might be talled the working conditions of 
the UN secretary-general. 
Thant is known to pin some hope on 
_the 48-hour truces planned for Christmas 
and the two New Year holidays which 
are ‘celebrated in Viet Nam. He links 
these brief cease-fires with .a projected 
peace mission to the Far East by United 
States delegate Arthur J. Goldberg, and

Now that the 
Negro problem is rapidly becoming a 
predominantly urban problem, however, 
it is becoming acutely dangerous to the 
whole fabric of American society. And so 
we may be forced to face the need to do 
something about it. 

Let no one think, either, that white 
Americans can escape the Negro 
problem by the simple act of fleeing to 
the affluent suburbs. It is an urgent, a 
desperately urgent problem -for every 
single American. And there is only one 
solution — to muster the resources,! even 
if these be counted: in tens of billions, 
that are needed to give American Negro 
citizens the jobs, the quality education,

BRITISH COLUMBIA: CHALLENGE | N ABUNDANCE ‘ 


‘Tremendous Adventure’ Telling Provinces Story 


By NORMAN CRIBBENS 

What is British Columbia? 

Is it sea or high country, 
lush forest or arid plateau, 
cool rain or dry heat, business 
suit or plaid shirt? 

A uthor-photographer _Her- 
bert L. McDonald answers the 
question in his Centennial 
book, British Columbia: Chal- 
lenge in. Abundance; a hard- 
covered volume containing 186 
of his own color and black-and- 
white photographs and 25,000 
words of text. 

He was commissioned +o 
produce the book by the 
‘Canadian , Confederation Cen- 
tennial Committee of British 
Columbia. 

Ft—took him. two years to 
complete and involved 12,000 
miles of travel around the 


province by camper truck, 
a ibian. aircraft, helicop- 
ter, canoe-and private car. 
Since it was first published 
by the Centennial Committee, 
just two weeks ago, the book 
has sold more than 32,000 


copies. 

Of*these, 3,000 have been 
purchased in* Victoria book 
stores and 3,000 more have 
been ordered directly from 
the B.C. Centennial office. 

“T have tried to present a 
true picture of British Cotum- 
bia at the close of its first 
century,” said Mr. McDonald, 
interviewed during a visit to 
Victoria from his home in 
West Vancouver. 

“Only one chapter ts de- 
voted to history; the rest is a 
presentation of the provice as 


it is today.” 

During hs assignment, Mr. 
McDonald took more than 
3,000 photographs and from 
them selected 186 for publica- 
tion, He wrote 40,000 words of 
text and by careful selection 
reduced it to 25,000. 

On his travels around the 
province, he was accompanied 
by his wife, Helen, and their 
white poodle, Bo. 

“Bo was a great help to 
us,'” Mr. McDonald said. “She 
made friends everywhere and 
making friends is half the 
battle when you are trying to 
picturé a country and its 
people. : 

“We had the mostwonderful

When a virys goes into a 
cell it takesover, and tricks 
the cell into becoming a 
factory for the making 
thousands of virus particles. 
If this process cannot quickly 
be stopped, the person will 
die. Some years ago an able 
virologist — Dr. Enders, with 
his associates — learned how 
to grow large. amounts of 
polio virus on slices of 
monkey kidney,-and this made 
possible the making of our 
now commercially available 
polio vacines.
